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The  relatively  low  level  of  income  from  hogs  in  recent 
years  is  partially  explained  by  the  weaker  export  demand  for 
pork  and  lard  and  the  increaseo  supplies  of  vegetable  oils 
which  compete  with  lard.    there  are  also  some  indications 
that  the  domestic  consumer  demand  for  beef  has  strengthened 
relat  ive  to  the  demand  for  pork.    also  in  recent  years  there 
have  been  rather  marked  increases  in  the  cost  of  processing 
and  distributing  meats  which  have  probably  affected  hog  prices 
more  than  cattle  prices. 
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THE    FAR M    INCOME  SITUATION 
Suirmary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  November 
totaled  943  million  dollars  compared  rath  384  million  in  November  1959  and  the 
revised  estimate  of  1,126  million  for  October  this  year.    Income  from  both 
erops  and  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  higher  in  November  this  year 
than  last  and  Government  payments  were  3  million  dollars  larger  than  a  year 
earlier.    The  decline  in  income  from  crops  was  slightly  more  than  usual,  but  I 
income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  less  than  usual  as  tbe 
seasonally  adjusted  income  from  dairy  and  poultry  products  increased  more  than 
the  income  from  meat  animals  declined. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  November  totaled  864  million  dollars  and 
was  56  million  higher  than  in  November  last  year.    Income  from  sales  of  crops 
of  404  million  dollars  was  26  million  higher  than  in  November  1959,  as  in- 
creases in  income  frore  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  vegetables  more  than  offset  the 
declines  in  income  from  grains,  tobacco,  and  fruits.    Income  from  all  livestock 
was  30  million  dollars  higher  than  in  November  last  year,  with  increases  in 
income  reported  in  all  classes  of  livestock  products.    Continued  heavy  market- 
ings as  well  as  higher  prices  of  hogs,  dairy  products,  and  eggs  were  important 
factors  in  the  larger  income  from  livestock  products  in  November  this  year. 
Government  payments  in  November  amounted  to  79  million  dollars  compared  with 
76  million  in  October  and  in  November  last  year. 

The  decline  in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  October  to  November  was 
slightly  greater  than  usual,  and  after  allowing  for  seasonal  changes  the  index 
number  of  cash  farm  income  declined  from  80.5  percent  of  the  1924-29  average 
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in  October  to  79.0  percent  in  November *  The  decline  in  the  seasonally  adjusted 
index  resulted  largely  from  the  great e'r-t hail -usual  seasonal  decrease  in  market- 
ings of  cattle,  sheep  and  lambs',  grains,  cotton,  and  tobacco. 

From  January  to  November  1P40  cash  income  end  Government  payments  total- 
ed 8,253  million  dollars  compared  with  7,717  million  for  the  corresponding 
period  in  1959.    Cash  income  from  farm  marketings'  of  7,5 6'2  million  dollars  was 
561  million  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    During  the  first  11  months  of  1940

income  from  all  of  the  principal  groups  of  farm  products' 
higher  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1939,  with  the' 
occurring  in  the  income  from  grains,  cotton,  meat' 'animals'. 
Government  payments  to  farmers  for  the  first  11  months  of  1940  amounted  to 
696  million  dollars  compared  with  716  million  from  January  to  November  last 

year ,  -  -    •  , 

Marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  have  "continued  heavy- dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  December,,    These  heavier  marketings  together  with  rela- 
tively stable  prices  indicate  that  income  from  farm  marketings  in  December  will 
be  slightly  larger' than  in  December  last  year.    Government  payments  may  be 
slightly  smaller  than  the  relatively  heavy  payments  in  December  1939.    It  now 
appears  likely  that  cash  farm"  income  and  Government  payments  for  the  year  1940 
may  total  about  9,05?-)  million  dollars  to  9,075  million  dollars.     The  heavy 
movement  of  livestock,  particularly  hogs,  in  the  last  3  months  of  1940  has  been 
an  important  factor  in  raising  farm  income  during  this  period  above  that  of  the 
corresponding  period  of  1959. "  This  heavy  movement  of ' livestock  may  be  followed 
by  a  relatively  light  movement  in  the  first  quarter  of  1941.    Thus  it  is  pos- 
sible that  farm  income  during  the  first ' quarter  of  next  year  may  not  be  any 
larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1940.

October  farm  income  above  a  year  earlier 

The  8  percent  increase  in  cash  farm  income,  including  Government  pay- 
ments, in  October  resulted  in  increases  in  income  over  a  year  earlier  in  four 
of  the  six  major  geographic  regions.     The  largest  increase  in  income  was  in 
the  South  Central  States  and  resulted  mainly  from  the  marked  increase  in  cot- 
ton marketings  in  October  as  compared  with  October  last  year.    Heavy  market- 
ings of  cotton  also  were  an.  important  factor  in  increasing  income  in  the  South 
Atlantic  region.     Income  from  tobacco  in  this  region  also  was  higher  than  a 
year  earlier,  largely  because  of  the  fact  that  the  tobacco  markets  were  closed 
during  the  first  13  days  of  October  1939  . 

In  the  West  North  Central  region  increased  receipts  from  sales  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  more  than  offset  the  lower  receipts  from  crops; 
and  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  8  percent  higher  than  in 
October  1939.    In  many  of  the  States  in  the  Western  region  income  during 
October  was  considerably  less  than  a  year  earlier,  but  marked  ir<veases  in 
livestock  marketings  in  many  of  the  Mountain  States  and  increased  income  from 
fruits-  and  truck  crops  in  California  resulted,  in.  a  total  increase  of  farm  in- 
come for  the  region  of  6  percent. 

Cash  farm  income,  including  Government  payments,  in  the  Forth  Atlantic 
and  East  Forth  Central  regions  in  October  was  lower  by  7  and  6  percent, 
respectively,  than  in  October  last  year.    In  the  North  Atlantic  region  re- 
ceipts from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  lower  than  a  year  earlier  largely 
because  of  the  marked  decline  in  income  from  potatoes,  apples,  and  cattle. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  East  Forth  Central  region 
was  above  that  of  October  last  year,  but  somewhat  lower  income  from  crops  and 
Government  payments  more  than  offset  the  increase  in  income  from  livestock. 

The  greater-than-usual  increase  in  income  from  form  marketings  from 
September  to  October  this  year  was  reflected  primarily  in  the  South  Central  and 
South  Atlantic  States,    The  increase  in  the  South  Central  region  was  more  than 
twice  as  large  as  usual,  a  result  of  the  greater-than-usual  increase  in  the 
marketings  of  cotton.    In  the  South  Atlantic  region  income  from  cotton  and 
tobacco  both  increased  slightly  more  than  usual.    The  heavy  marketings  of  live- 
stock during  October  were  reflected  in  the  income  of  the  West  Forth  Central 
region  but  the  change  in  income  from  September  to  October  was  less  than  usual 
because  of  the  sharp  drop  in  marketing  of  grains.    The  increase  in  marketings 
in  the  East  Forth  Central  and  Western  regions  was  about  the  same  as  the  average 
during  the  last  4  years.    In  the  North  Atlantic  region  income  declined  slightly 
less  than  average  from  September  to  October,  but  the  decline  was  in  contrast 
with  a  slight  increase  in  income  from  September  to  October  last  year. 

During  the  first  10  months  of  1940  total  cash  farm  income,  including 
Government  payments,  was  larger  than  a  year  ago  in.  all  major  geographic  regions 
and  in  all  but  5  of  the  48  States,    The  greatest  increases  in  income  have  been 
in  Forth  and  South  Dakota,  where  marketings  of  crops  have  been  nearly  50  per- 
cent higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  have  been  accompanied  by  substantial  in- 
creases in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.    The  greatest  de- 
clines in  income  from  January  to  October  compared  with  the  corresponding  period 
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last  year  have  been  in  Florida,  where  marketings  of  both  citrus  and  truck  crops 
were  restricted  by  abnormal  weather  conditions,  and  in  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana,  whore' the  cotton  crop  was  considerably  smaller  than  in  1939,  For 
the  remaining  States  income  ranged  from  slightly  less  to  19  percent  above  the 
corresponding  period  in  1939 • 

North  Atlantic  States 

Cash  farm  income  during  October  was  7  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier 
as  a  result  of  declines  of  11  percent  in  receipts  from  crops  and  5  percent  in 
•returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.    Most  of  the  decline  in  income 
from  crops  was  due  to  smaller  returns  from  potatoes  and  apples,  and  was  most 
pronounced  in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont'.  -  The  decline  in  income  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  resulted  primarily  from  smaller  receipts  from 
cattle  and  dairy  products*     Income  was  lower  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States 
except  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  Hew  Jersey,  the  declines  ranging  from  5 
percent  in  Pennsylvania  to  12  percent  in  Hew  Hampshire. 

For  the  first  10  months  of  1940  income  in  all  States  was  higher  than  a 
year  earlier,  the  increase  ranging  from  less  than  1  percent  in  Rhode  Island  to 
17  percent  in  Connecticut,  whe re  marketings  of  tobacco  earlier  in  the  year 
were  considerably  larger  than  the  unusually  small  marketings  in  1939 ,    For  the 
region  as. a  whole  the  increase  in  farm  income  amounted  to  5  percent,  with  re- 
ceipts from  crops  up  10  percent  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  prod- 
ucts up  2  percent. 

East  North  Central  States 

Returns  from  grains,  fruits,  and  potatoes  were  all  sharply  lower  in 
October  this  year  than  in  October  1939,  and  income  from  crops  in  all  States 
was  less  than  .a  year  earlier,  the  decreases  ranging  from  8  percent  in  Wisconsin 
to  33  percent  in  Indiana,    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  9 
percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  with  all  States  except  Ohio  showing  in- 
creases in  income.    The  greatest  increase  was  in  the  income  from  hogs,  and 
this  was  reflected  largely  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin.  Government 
payments  in  this  region  during  October  were  considerably  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier;  and  total  cash  farm  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  less 
than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Wisconsin. 

For  the  first  10  months  of  1940  cash  farm  income  for  the  region,  in- 
cluding Government  payments,  war  8  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1939.    The  increase  ranged  from  3  percent  in  Ohio  to  12  percent  in 
Wis eons in  and  resulted  frpm  an  increase  of  14  percent  in  the  income  from  crops 
and  7  percent  in  the  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

West  North  Central  States 

A  13-percent  increase  in  income  from  livestock  more  than  offset  the  6- 
percent  decline  in  income  from  crops,  and  income  from  farm  marketings  in 
October  was  7  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Government  payments  were 
larger  than  in  October  last  year;  and  income,  including  Government  payments, 
was  up  8  percent.    Income  from  meat  animals,  poultry,  and  dairy  products  during 
October  in  this  region  was  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    The  decline  in 
income  from  crops  resulted  largely  from  small  marketings  of  wheat,  oats, 
barley,  and  rye. 
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From  January  to  October  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  pay- 
ments was  13  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Income  from  crops  was  up  17 
percent  and  income  from  livestock  up  12  percent.    The  increases  in  income  have 
ranged  from  7  and  9  percent  in  Kansas  and  Missouri  to  24  and  25  percent  in 
South  Dakota  and  North  Dakota. 

South  Atlantic  States 

Heavier  marketings  of  tobacco  in  Virginia  and  of  cotton  in  South 
Carolina    and  Georgia  resulted  in  substantial  increases  in  income  from  farm 
marketings  in  these  States ;  during  October  and  were  largely  responsible  for 
the  increase  of  14  percent  in  the  income  from  farm  marketings  for  the  region 
as  a  whole.    Income  from  farm  marketings  in  Georgia  was  50  percent  higher  than 
a  year  earlier,  and  the  increases  in  South  Carolina  and  Virginia  amounted  to 
25  and  15  percent,  respectively.    Moderate  increases  in  income  were  also  re- 
corded for  North  Carolina  and  Maryland,  but  income  in  Delaware,  Yfest  Virginia, 
and  Florida  was  lower  than  a  year  earlier.    The  greatest  decrease  in  income 
was  in  Florida,  where  marketings  of  citrus  fruit  were  somewhat  less  than  in 
October  1939. 

For  the  first  10  months  of  194-0  income  in  all  States  except  Florida  and 
South  Carolina  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    The  increases  ranged  from  5 
percent  in  North  Carolina  to  11  percent  in  Georgia  and  Maryland.    In  South 
Carolina  income  from  marketings  was  larger  than  a  year  earlier;  but  total  cash 
farm  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  1  percent  less  than  in  1939, 
In  Florida  income  from  both  crops  and  livestock  was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier 
but  the  decline  was  partially  offset  by  slightly  larger  Government  payments. 

South  Central  States 

Because  of  the  lateness  of  the  cotton  crop  this  year,  cotton  marketings 
in  the  South  Central  region  were  much  larger  than  usual  in  October.  Hence, 
income  for  the  region  increased  much  more  than  usual  from  September  to  October, 
and  in  October  was  28  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    The  greatest  in- 
creases in  income  were  in  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas,  where  the 
cotton  crop  this  year  is  larger  thEn  in  1939.    In  Mississippi  and  Louisiana, 
where  the  cotton  crop  is  considerably  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  income  from 
farm  marketings  was  lower  than  in  October  last  year. 

During  the  first  10  months  of  1940  income  from  farm  marketings  was  3 
percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  because  of  smaller  Government  payments 
the  ^ total  cash  income  was  less  than  1  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1939.    Increases  in  income  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma, 
and  Texas  were  about  offset  by  decreases  in  income  in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and 
Louisiana. 

Western  region 

Cash  farm  income,  including  Government  payments,  in  October  was  6  per- 
cent higher  than  a  year  earlier  for  the  region  as  a  whole,  but  there  was  a 
TSc      Jlf5rerence  in  incomes  of  the  various  States  when  compared  rath  October 
x»a».    in  Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  and  Nevada  income  was  somewhat  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  because  of  heavier  marketings  of  livestock,  whereas  "in  California 
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and  Yifashington  increases  in  income  were  due  to  the  receipts  of  both  crops  and 
livestock  and  livestock  products.  On  the  other  hand,  there  were  substantial 
decreases  in  income  in  Montana,  Idaho,  Utah,  and  Colorado,  where  income  from 
crops  was  sharply  lower  than  a  year  earlier;  and  in  Arizona  income  from  both 
crops  and  livestock  was  substantially  smaller  than  in  1939,  In  Oregon  a  de- 
crease in  income  from  crops  was  offset  by  larger  income  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products. 

For  the  first  10  months  of  194-0  income  has  been  higher  than  in  the  cor- 
responding period  last  year  in  all  States  of  the  region.    For  the  region  as  a 
whole,  the  increase  has  amounted  to  8  percent.    The  greatest  increases  in  in- 
come have  been  in  Montana,  Yfyoming,  New  Mexico,  and  California,  where  increases 
amounted  to  12  percent  or  more.     In  the  remaining  States  increases  have  ranged 
from  less  than  1  percent  in  Arizona  to  6  percent  in  Oregon. 

Revised  Est iiaat e s  of  Income  from  YiJheat,  Oats,  Barley 
and  Rye,  1957-59,  "by  States 

The  estimates  of  cash  and  gross  farm  income  from  wheat  and  rye  and  cash 
income  from  oats  and  barley  have  been  revised  for  the  years  1937-39,  and  are 
given  together  with  quantities  sold  and  calendar  year  prices  by  States  in 
tables  6  to  9.    These  revisions  in  income  take  into  account  any  revisions  in 
disposition  or  prices  since  the  previous  estimates  were  published  last  January, 
as  well  as  information  from  crop  reporters  and  interior  mills  and  elevators  on 
monthly  sales  by  farmers  during  the  1939-40  season.    In  the  estimates  of  in- 
come from  wheat,  income  from  Government  loans  on  wheat  and  additional  income 
after  redemption  of  v»/heat  under  loan  also  has  been  included  in  the  months  when 
loans  or  redemptions  were  made  by  farmers.    These  adjustments  are  based  upon 
data  on  loans  and  repayments  furnished  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration by  the  county  committees  which  approve  loans  and  redemptions. 

These  tables  bring  up  to  date  the  estimates  of  sales,  price,  and  income 
published  in  the  income  parity  reports.    Prevised  estimates  for  recent  years  for 
additional  items  will  be  published  in  the  Farm  Income  Situation  as  more  com- 
plete data  become  available  on  production,  disposition,  monthly  marketings,  and 
prices  received  by  farmers. 

The  revised  estimates  of  income  for  most  of  the  commodities  are  only 
slightly  different  from  the  previously  published  estimates  and  represent  ad- 
justments in  disposition  and  more  accurate  data  on  monthly  marketings  than 
are  available  currently.    However,  the  revised  estimate  of  income  from  wheat 
for  the  calendar  year  1939  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  previously  published. 
This  is  part.lv  due  to  more  complete  information  on  the  time  and  amount  of  loans 
made  in  each  State  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  relationship  between  current 
market  receipts  and  actual  sales  by  farmers  was  upset  by  wheat  placed  under 
loan  outside  the  central  markets.    Final  data  on  monthly  marketings  revealed 
that  farmers  had  sold  or  placed  more  of  their  1939  wheat  under  loan  during  1939 
than  was  indicated  by  receipts  and  inspections  in  the  central  markets.
